He said that Lee Ogburn had 
a man here from Hot Springs who 
would do the job."

clairvoyant, and Ellis "Fox" Duckctt 
and Tom Burks, negroes. Their char- 
red bodies were found in embers of 
the Ward store.

cenved for theiu'r watermelon crop 
last year, farmers of this section of 
Hempstcad county 
have 
increased 


their acreages this 
year, 
and

ever planted to this crop here. 


Individual growers are preparing to 


plant as high as 100 acres in melons, 
and many farmers are planting fro

ion which nine years ago took a toll 
f 200 lives, rendered 700,000 people 
ernporarily homeless and caused a di- 
rect property damage of $200,000,000.
